The Sicily and Assisi pictures were 
rendered the more enjoyable by Miss Morison who kindly gave 
an informal talk at the time of the exhibition. 


EVA E. COFFIN, Librarian. 
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In making our annual report we are pleased to be able to 
present so favorable conditions and so fair an outlook. There 
have been hindrances and drawbacks, such as sickness of 
teachers in several schools, requiring in some cases a change 
of teachers’; also interruptions in the schools of the Center 
village on account of scarlet fever and reported small pox. Yet 
in spite of all these, we can confidently say that never in our 
experience with the schools of Peterboro has their condition, 
as a whole, been as satisfactory as at present. ‘This is of 
course mainly due to the teachers we have in our service. With 
only one or two exceptions they have proven earnest, faithful 
and efficient. We hope to be able to retain the services of 
most of them. 


PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


For some years there have been urgent requests from many 
of our citizens that some form of physical culture be introduced 
into our schools. While recognizing the value of bodily train- 
ing, there were many difficulties in the way. The military drill, 
which was enforced some years ago with its many excellencies, 
was open to some objections: It could only be conducted to 
advantage out of doors and of course in pleasant weather, it 
seemed not so well adapted to the girls as to the boys, and not 
at all adapted to the smaller children, and as a final objection, 
it took more time than could well be spared. Since the time 
that the military drill was dropped, the School Board has en- 
couraged the teachers to introduce such physical exercises as 
they could into their school work, but only a few of them knew 
more than the simplest elements of any system, and, as a con- 
sequence, the result was fragmentary and unsatisfactory. 
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By a vote atthe last school meeting appropriating two 
hundred dollars for physical culture, we have been enabled to 
introduce the training in a systematic and successful manner. 
Miss Alice E. Ward, a proficient in the Ling system, was en- 
gaged to take charge of the work in addition to her services in 
the High school as teacher of Latin and Greek. It was found 
better to place the lower schools under the charge of Miss 
Grimes while Miss Ward conducts the High school drill. 

The teachers are unanimous and enthusiastic in their testi- 
mony to its good effects. The same exercises are now used 
throughout the town. ‘The time taken is not missed. If the 
teacher sees that a duliness and languor is creeping over the 
children, she can in an instant call them to their feet, and by a 
few minutes’ exercise start the blood to more active coursing 
and the brain to more vigorous effort. 


H1GH SCHOOL. 


The last legislature passed an act providing that any town 
not maintaining a High School shall pay the ,tuition of any 
child, who with parent or guardian resides in said town, and 
who attends a High School or academy in any other town or 
city in this state. 

Sec. 4 of this act is as follows: “ By the term High School 
or academy as used in this act, is understood a school having 
at least one four years’ course, properly equipped, and teach- 
ing such subjects as are required for admission to college, tech- 
nical school and normal school ; such school or academy to be 
approved by the state superintendent of public instruction as 
complying with the requirements of this section.” 

To meet the requirements of this section and to place our 
High School upon a basis that should secure the approval of 
the state superintendent, it was deemed necessary to take cer- 
tain forward steps. Accordingly, the faculty was strengthened 
by the employment of a third teacher and steps were taken to 
provide a physical and chemical laboratory. As there was no 
money in the school treasury that could be used for that pur- 
pose, Mrs. Field, with her customary enthusiasm, undertook to 
raise the necessary amount by subscription. By the ready help 
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of a few of our public spirited citizens this was soon accom- 
plished. Five hundred dollars were placed at our disposal by 
the liberality of Miss Jennie S. Scott, Mrs. Mary L. Cheney, 
Mrs. Clara F. Bass, -Mr. Geo. S. Morison and Miss Mary 
Morison. 1% 

Three hundred dollars have been used in the purchase of 
physical apparatus and the remaining two hundred dollars are 
deposited in the Peterboro Savings Bank, in readiness for use 
in procuring chemical apparatus and supplies when needed. 

In consequence of the increased expense that has been in- 
curred in bringing the High School to its present condition, it 
has-been deemed proper and advisable to increase the tuition 
charged to neighboring towns for pupils from those towns. After 
consultation with the school boards of several other towns, hav- 
ing approved High Schools, we have fixed upon thirty dollars 
per year as a fair tuition charge. 

The people of Peterboro have shown a greatly increased in- 
terest in their schools during the last few years, and we confi- 
dently expect that they will heartily endorse and support any 
forward step, if such step has been judiciously taken. On the 
other hand, we expect and invite candid criticism if mistakes 


have been made.

HOHE STATE:OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Peterborough, 


qualified to Vote in Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, 
on Tuesday the eleventh day of March next, at nine of the clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers and agents for the ensuing 
year. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the sup- 
port of schools, for the maintenance of the poor, for the laying out 


‘and repairing of highways, and all necessary charges arising within 


the town, and appropriate the same. 

3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the support of the fire department, public library, and for the 
Grand Army on Memorial Day. 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate toward paying the town debt and interest. 

5. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, or officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

6. ‘Lo see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen to en- 
force the law relating to the sale of intoxicating liquors, and raise and 
appropriate money for the same, or take any other action relating 
thereto. 

7. Tosee if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen to ap- 
point a town liquor agent for the ensuing year, and if not, tosee what 
disposition they will vote to make of the liquors on hand. 

8. To see if the town will vote to accept the gifts of Lucy K. 
Treadwell, Susan R. Lee, and Helen M. Young, the interest to be ex- 


» pended on their cemetery lots. 


9, To see if the town will vote to move the Soldiers’ ionu- 
ment from the grove where it now stands to the Academy lot, now 
occupied by the G. A. R., and to raise and appropriate money for 
the same, or to take any action relative to said monument. 

10. To see if the town will vote to place more electric lights on 
the streets in West Peterborough, and raise and appropriate money 
for the same, 
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11. To see if the town will vote to put in a sidewalk on Vale street, 
from Grove street up the Creamery Hill, so called. 

12. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the highway in the 
South Village leading from A. W. Noone’s mill northeast of his dwell- 
ing house towards E. M. Felt’s house, upon condition that he will 
build another highway a little further north to take its place, free of 
expense to the town, or take any other action relating to said high- 
way. 

13. To see if the town will vote to purchase the electric light plant 
of the Peterborough Electric Light, Power and Heat Co., and raise 
and appropriate money, or issue bonds for the payment of the same; 
or make a contract with said company or any other parties to light 
the streets, Town Hall and library for one or more years and raise 
and appropriate money for the same; or buy a privilege and establish 
a plant to light said streets, Town Hall and library, and raise and ap- 
propriate money or issue bonds for the payment of the same, or 
take any other action in relation to lighting the streets, Town Hall 
and library. 

14. To see if the town will vote to light the highway between 
the Puffer corner on Concord street and the bridge at the North 
Village by putting up not exceeding eight electric lamps, and raise 
and appropriate money for the same. 

15. To see if the town will vote to repair the concrete sidewalk 

on Union street and extend the present concrete sidewalk on said 
street towards the West Village, and raise and appropriate money Hes 
- the same. 
16. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Water Commis- 
sioners to extend the water pipes from the present terminal on Con- 
cord street to a point near the Puffer corner, and put in one or more 
hydrants and gate, and raise and appropriate money for the same. 

17. To see if the town will vote to exempt from taxation for the 
term of ten years additions proposed to be made or that may be made 
to the manufacturing establishment of A. W. Noone at the South 
Village, his buildings, machinery, stock in trade and the capital used 
in operating the same, and that the valuation of said property for 
the purpose of taxation be fixed at twenty-eight thousand nine hun- 
dred seventy-five dollars during said term of ten years (that being the 
sum upon which tax was paid for the year 1901.) 

18. To see if the town will vote to build an arch stone bridge over 
the stream near Fred J. Ames’ house, and raise and appropriate 
money for the same or take any action in relation thereto. 

19. To see if the town will vote to accept the gift of five thousand 
dollars from Andrew Carnegie for the benefit of the Peterborough 
Town Library, or take any other action in relation to said gift.
